Ever since the war, a--long 
series of labour disputes have been 
the cause of ‘continual frustration 
lin America.

In 
the event, these emergency pow- 
ers were not needed, and in any 
case foundered upon the rocks of 
Senate opposition, © Meanwhile, 
the House of Representatives had 
prepared more moderate anti- 
strike legislation cmbodied in 
What is known as the Case Bill, 
{the most important clause of 
which aimed to make any strike 
Fa for a period of 60 days 


after mediation had commenced, 
The President last week  exer- 
cised his right to veto and. reject- 
ed this measure—a somewhat pet- 
plexing move for one who onl 
12 days previously had threaten- 
ed to put all strikers into unj- 
form. The explanation ‘undoubt. 
edly lies in the fact that, as hend 
of the Democratic Party, Mr. 
Truman cannot afford to alicnate 
the Labour unions’ support—the 
biggest factor in his party’s sue- 
cess at the last election. The fu- 
ture outlook is still anything but 
promising. Congress persists in 
Its opposition to price controls. 
Thus, the demand for hither 
wages is likely to continue. The 
C.1.O. maritime unions of dock- 
ers and ships’ crews threaten to 
strike. .In that event; the flow 
of grain to Eurape will again 
cease. This may well make bread

Caut- 
nik activities were being carried 
on in Yugosalyia, 

When asked whether or not het 
could remember when the London 
government first began reeciving 
radio-telegrams from the Mihallo- 
vich organization, Grol replied: 

“The sovernment was not allow. 
ed to have direct contact with 
Mibnilovich. It hand to gos 
through the British.” 

Asked who wrote King Petor's 
speeches, Grol replied: 

“Kine Peter's speeches did not. 
go throuch the government. When 
he came to London, he linked him- 
self with men outside the govern. 
ment,” 

4fol said he believed someone 

‘wrote the King's speeches for 
him. Recalling that at the bogin- 
ning of 1944, there were mani- 
fextations in the London govern- 
ment that the partisans should be 
recognized, Grol sald: 

“Unofficial talks were initiated

‘ The nature of these proposals 
ix being kept seeret, but their 
firat objective, all observers are 
agreed, would naturally be to 
secure an immedinte cessation 
of hostilities, 

Marshall, they assert, would 
make great progress toward at- 
taining peace and unity if he 
were able to persuade both sides 
faithfully to observe the terms 
of these existing agreements: 

1, The truce: ngreement of 
Jan, 10, which provided for ces- 
gation of hostilities throughout 
the country, and which specifi- 
enlly permitted the movement of 
General Chiang Kai-shek’s na- 
tionalist troops into and within 
Manchuria for the purpose of 
restoring Chinese sovereignty, 

Temporary ,Halt 

2. The agreement reached by 
the political consultative con: 
ference in January for the 
establishment of an all-parly 
government and the convocation 
of a National Assembly to in- 
troduce constitutional — demo- 
eracy in China, 

3. The agreement of Feb, 
for the reorggitgation and na- 
tionalisation oof the Chinese 
army, the goal of which was re- 
duction of the forces to 60 
divisions at the end of 1s 
inonths, . 

The truce agreement, which 
brought nbout what turned out 
to be only a temporary halt to 
hostilities, was achieved largely 
through the efforts of General 
Marshall, who acted as an ad- 
viser. in labourious negotiations 
between Government and na- 
tionalist representatives, 

This, in turn, paved the way 
for the successful conclusion of 
the all-party polifigal consulta- 
tive conference, one achievement

of which was the adoption of an 
elaborate, commonly sapproved 
programme of peaceful national 
reconstruction, 


Marshall’s Aims 


‘The next development was the 
agreement for the reorganisa- 
lion and_nationalisation of the 
Army. This, like the truce 
agreement, waa also largely at- 
tnined through Marshall’s ef- 
forts. 

Since the agreements were 
reached, both the Kuomintang 
and the Communists have’ been 
accusing: cach other of violatins: 
them in the letter as well as the 
spirit. 

If Marshall can: secure sntis- 
fuctory adherence to the terms 
of the three agreements by the 
parties: concerned, the process 
of achieving peace and unity in 
China, so duspiciously begun but 
so unhappily subverted, can 
agin be initlated, That is 
whit, in the view cf qualified 
observers, the patient five-star 
general is now trying to achieve,
